A Storm Bound Fleet. 
At this time (he Confederates were 
expecting 
that 
the 
Burnside 
fieet. 
storm bound a t H atteras inlet, was 
about to attack Newberu, N. C. 
The 
expedition just a t the time w as se­ 
riously threatened with the fate of the 
Spanish armada. 
For nearly a week 
this expedition 
had been trying to 
cross the bar into Pamlico sound. The 
bar separating the sound from the in­ 
let was covered w ith only six f<*et of 
water, whereas all the vessels in the 
fleet, as well as the warships, drew 
at least eight feet, although most of 
the troopships had been guaranteed 
by the owners who chartered them to 
the government to draw less than 
eight feet. 
T ransport ships consisted 
of river barges, propellers, passenger 
steamers, tugs 
and 
ferryboats 
and 
were transform ed so as to be service­ 
able in carrying soldiers and cannon 
and rations and baggage. 
On some 
were 
stored 
building 
material 
for 
bridges, rafts, scow» -. intrenching im­ 
plem ents. 
tools, etc. 
The naval end 
of the outfit comprised about 100 ves­ 
sels. all of them steam ers which had 
been converted from the passenger and 
merchant service. 
Fortunately 
the current over the 
bar, or, more properly, the “sw ash.” 
was very swift, a circumstance which 
proved favorable to the fleet. 
Large 
vessels were sent ahead under full 
steam on the bar when the tide was 
running out. and then anchors were 
carried out by boats in advance, so as 
to hold the vessels in position. 
The 
swift current would wash the sand 
from them and allow them to float, 
after which they were driven farther 
on by stenm and anc hored again, when 
the sand would again wash out from 
under them. 
This process was con­ 
tinued for days until a broad channel 
of over eight feet was made deep 
enough to allow the passage of the 
fleet from H atteras inlet into Pamlico 
•ound, a poiDt from w hich attack s on 
the co a st could be made. Before the 


southern « oast. 
Commodore String 
ham ’s fleet had driven tin» Confeder­ 
ates at H atteras out of their shore bat 
teries in August, 18(11. 
A few week s 
later Flag Officer Dupont had cap 
turcd two strong forts guarding the en­ 
trance to Port Royal sound, South Car 
olina, with the guns of wooden 
ships 
This feat led to the fall of the seaport 
town of Beaufort into Federal bauds, 
together with a vast country round­ 
about. 
If wooden ships could batter 
down forts on land no southern port 
or section of coast could be considered 
safe {» gainst F<» deral attack . The news 
from the Carolina coast so alarmed 
the inhabitants along the gulf that 
whole towns were deserted in antiei 
pat ion of attack . 
Of course slaves 
were removed along with other belong 
ings of their owners in order to pre 
vent the “Yank ees” from getting them 


The Army and the Slaves. 


The slave at this period of tb» » wai 
was an ever present bone of conten­ 
tion. 
Southerner's almost universally 
believed that the negro’s freedom was 
all the north cared for in prosecuting 
the war. 
Yet the north was divided on 
this very subject, the w ar prosecuting 
party being itself split into factions 
W est Virginia, for instance, was s» s*k 
ing to become a state in tlie northern 
Union. 
Her movement for statehood 
was a w ar movement, led by men who 
wished the w ar to be prosecuted to the 
end. 
The people had voted to secede 
from the original state of Virginia and 
join the Union column in the tight 
against the south. 
On the 27th of January a proposal 
was made in the convention assent 
bled at Wheeling to so frame a con 
stitution for the new commonwealth 
as to prohibit slavery at the outset. 
This was considered extremely radical. 
The very next day a petition was read 
in the United States congress in 
w hich 
citizens of Illinois prayed that body 
not to abolish slavery in the District 
of Columbia. 
This was aimed at a 
bill 
recently introduced 
by Senator 
Wilson of M assachusetts. 


A Gun Record of 1862. 
It is of interest now to recall what 
was considered a iood gun record ear 
ly in the civil war. 
On the 27th ot 
the month Battery E. Third United 
States artillery, commanded by <’np 
tain R. Ft. Ayres, at practice in 
the 
camp at Alexandria, Va., fired thirty 
eight shells, landing thirty-five of them 
on the target 10 by 12 feet in dimen 
sion, at 1.800 yards range. 
This 
rec­ 
ord was widely commented upon as au 
achievement. 
The guns were of the 
k ind k nown aa field pieces, such a* 


for the north evil. 
Would the Euro­ 
pean powers pusli their bold plan of 
intervention in Mexico far enough and 
fast enough to influence the outcome 
of the civil war in the states? 
Napo 
leou III. was behind that movement. 
He was a great figure then because of 
his 
imposing name 
and 
significant 
birthright. 
He might do anything 
perhaps. 
He did secure the control of 
the Mexican intervention movement, 
as was apparent early in 1802. and 
it was surmised that he wanted to 
swap the Mexican throne with Aus­ 
tria for something or other. 
Some 
southerners counted upon the presence 
in America of a foreign army and 
navy controlled by a man of adven­ 
turous blood to do something which 
would hamper the United States in its 
effort to bring the south to terms. The 
Confederacy bordered upon 
Mexico. 
French. Spanish and English warships 
to the num ber of tw enty were in the 
harbor Mf Vera Cruz and foreign It* 
gions on Mexican soil. 
Napoleon was 
slow to declare him self on the question 
of the United States versus the South- 
ern Confederacy, so slow ns to leave 
tlie impression that he might “have 
something up his sleeve.” 
However, 
lie did venture to declare in a speec h 
before the parliament on Jan. 27 that 
he hoped that the w arring sections of 
the United States would reunite and 
he at peace. 
It was a safe proposition 
and reasonable enough for the latitude 
of 
Paris. 
The 
sections 
themselves 
wanted reunion. 
It was the terms for 
reunion they were fighting over and 
were to continue fighting over for three 
years more. 
The south wanted Napo 
leon III. to recognize it as a separate 
nation in 1862. 


W ar Prices Early In 1862. 
High prices caused b.v the war be 
gan to pinch the common people north 
and south alik e early in 1862. 
The 
United States congress increased tariff 
duties, levied a huge w ar tax and so 
drained the coin of the country as t«> 
mak e money scarce and dear. 
But 
prices rose gradually in the north, 
whereas in the south they jumped up 
because of the scarcity of many sup­ 
plies and the closing of the seaport- 
against importation. 
Quinine went to 
$10 an ounce, opium to $5 au ounce, 
gunpowder to $3 a pound. 
Ordinary 
boots sold at $1H a pair, the k ind which 
brought $2 or $3 before the war. New 
England was the center for leather 
goods, and of course the southern m ar­ 
k et was closed to that trade. 
In parts 
of the south where railway transporta­ 
tion was interfered with by army op­ 
erations corn ’ rough t $10 a barrel and 
other produce .a proportion. 


Cold-Blooded Murder oí Aged 


Marion Man. 


Marion, Ind.. Jan. 29 .—Just as he was 
, in the act of retiring Clark son \V. 
Wilcuts, seventy-two years of age and 
one of the wealthiest cititzens of this 
county, was murdered when called to 
the door by Cecil Fordyce, who intend 
j ed to rob him. 
As Wilcuts opened the 
I door Fordyce, who is but twentv-two 
j years of age. pointed a pistol at him 
1 and demanded his money. 
Wilcuts 
| grabbed the pistol and a struggle fol­ 
lowed 
Fordyce released himself from 
the old m an’s clutch and deliberately 
discharged the pistol. 
The bullet en­ 
tered just below the heart and caused 
death a few minutes later. 
Within an hour after the murder 
Fordyce was arrested from a descrip­ 
tion given by a neighbor, who saw him 
running away from the Wilcuts home 
after the shooting, and when tak en to 
the police station he confessed the 
crime. 
Fordyce is a professional hold 
up man, he admits. 
He had a partner 
who for thirty years has been in the 
( same business. 
The partner escaped 
Fordyce says he is a Wabash (Ind.) 
boy. 
he has relatives living there 
He has been living at Houston, 
Miss., 
and came to Marion Friday from Wa 
hash. 
He had held up men at :dx or 
seven cities, lie said. 
He said lie used the gun and his 
partner went through the pock ets of 
his victims. 
Mr. Wilcuts was the first 
man he ever k new to mak e resistance. 
He said Wilcuts seized the revolver 
he was holding on his victim and that 
it became necessary for him to shoot. 
I He said it was the first time he ever 
shot a man and the first time he ever 
was arrested.

With Violating Sherman Law. 
Lexington, Ky., Jan. 29 .—Simultane 
ous suits have been filed against the 
international 
H arvester company in 
Lincoln, Garrard, Boyle and Mercer 
counties, comprising one circuit of 
the judicial district, by S tate’s At tor 
ney G. D. Florence, ask ing $5,000 dam 
ages in each case and charging the 
company with violation of the Slier 
man a ntitrus t law. 
The suits charged that the company 
had crushed competition by combining 
a num ber of harvester concerns and 
selling machinery to farmers af an 
excessive rate 
The suits followed a 
meeting of Prosecutor Florence with 
the county attorneys of the district at 
Danville.
